FIGHT IT WITH COMMON SENSE 


Organized efforts are being started to 
fight the bolshevistie poison. It is none 
too soon. The bolshevist sympathizers 
are at work all over the country, holding 
meetings, distributing enormous  quanti- 
ties of literature. Soap box orators are 
howling forth their firebrand talk. 

There are wise and unwise ways of 
meeting it. The bolshevists have demon- 
strated their consummate folly, to say the 
least. But it does little good to attack 
them without bringing on facts and argu- 
mens to show, why the bolshevist move- 
ment is so great a danger. 

The man who would show up the folly 
of bolshevism, must put himself in the 
place of struggling and humble people to 
whom the ‘bolshevist’ firebrands make 
their appeal. The man who has failed to 
acquire a good standard of comfort under 
present eonditions, natutally feels rest- 
less and wants to see social changes. He 
must be addressed in a sympathetic man- 
ner. No one can have influence over him 
who doesn’t feel an carnest desire to raise 
the standard of living among the more 
struggling clements of the people. 

The bolshevist orators should be met 
with common sense, fact, argument, based 
on actual human experience. 

Bolshevism, or as it used to be ealled, 
communism, is the theory, or at least it is 
on the part of the ignorant, that all prop- 
erty should be equally divided, and that 
no special reward be given those who 
show thrift, energy, efficiency. It would 
reduce production and create an appalling 
searcity of everything. The people who 
would suffer worst would be those who 
have a hard time under present condi- 
tions, when efficiency is 
business is organized on systematis prin- 
The poor man has’ the most to 
lose by bolshevsm,-and he can be shown it. 


RETURN OF THE SOLDIER 

People who sent no boys to the war can 
not realize what it means to see the sol- 
dier. coming back safe and sound. There 
are few forms of anxiety that quite match 
the long continned strain these home folks 
have borne. 

To many the anxiety must have seemed, 
harder to bear than the strain of a qyitical 
illness in the family. In the soldier’s case 
the worry was so continuous and proloug- 
ed. ‘It was augmented by the difficulty of 
communicating with the absent one. It 
was far worse in this war than in the 
Civil war, because of the great distance 
and irregularities in deliveting mail. 

The people who have had this load to 
carry have borne it amazingly. Most of 
them here in Rychmond have maintained 
a fine show of cheerfulness. Those of a 
hopeful tgmperament of course argued 
that orl a small proportion are killed. 
But the ordinary father and mother and 
sister and sweetheart carried a load the 
weight of which few people guessed. 

Well, it is all over now, thank God. As 
in all life, the bearing of burdens brings 
ample reward. 

They have the intense satisfaction of 
seeing their boys improved physically in 
most cases, broader, stronger men, better 
fitted for life, with improved prospects of 
success, with the admiration of the whole 
community. As they now look back on 
this trying experience, they must fect it 
was worth all it cost.
